CAR OWNERS MUST GET REGIS- 


TRATION CARDS. 


It is estimated that more than 
175,000 Michigan automobile owners 
have so far failed to secure their 
certificates of registration which are 
demanded by Jaw. 

‘The law is very stringent with re- 
gard to these certificates, and Charles 
J. Deland, the secretary of state, de- 
clares that prosecutions will begin 
under this act immediately after 
July 1. In case of arrest, the pre- 
siding judge has no alternative but 
to impose a fine of not less than $25. 
Yhe fine may be as high as $1,000 
under the law. 

In the event of the sale of a motor 
vehicle unaccompanied by a certifi- 
cate of title, the penalty under the 
law may include imprisonment up to 
10 years in addition to the fine. 

Application blanks for certificates 
of registration may be obtained at 
the office of the county clerk.

COUNTY NURSE DEPARTMENT. 


As has been seen, by reports hand- 
ed in from time to time, that a large 
percentage of the children in the 
schools of Crawford County, have de- 
fects. The parents do not seem to 
realize what neglect of these may 
mean to the children. 

Eyes—Fyestrain is a cause of 
headaches and backwardness in school 
and should be relieved to gave the 
health and sight. Most cases should 
be fitted with glasses. 

Tonsils and adenoids—-One of the 
causes of earache. Also cause mouth 
breathing, frequent colds, sore throat 
and backwardness in school. Are 
your child’s second teeth coming in 
evenly? If not, then look for ade- 
noids. Adenoids and diseased tonsils 
can be removed at any time of the 
yeur. Don’t wait. Permanent de- 
fects like deafness and bad jaw for- 
mation result. 

Teeth—Small cavities filled now 
may save the teeth for yeurs. Rvots 
and abscessed teeth should be remov- 
ed. They give out poison, which 
weakens the vitality of the ehild. 
Special attention should be paid to 
sixth year molar—that is the first 
molar after baby teeth. It is liable 
to decay early. It is the key tooth 
to proper jaw formation. 


10% Underweight. 

The undernourished child is a rea- 
dy victim for colds, diseases of child- 
hood and especially tuberculosis. 
Teach the child when young to eat 
Plain wholesome food. Cereals, veg- 
etables and milk are the three essen- 
tial articles in a child's--diet.—Whole 
wheat bread and oatmeal are best for 
growing children. ‘Milk, carrots, 
string beans, and other vegetables 
contain the all important vitamines. 


Program of the Underweight Child. 

1. A complete physical examina- 
tion by a competent physician. 

2. The remedy of defects found, i. 
e., diseased tonsils or adenoids re- 
moved; teeth treated; eye strain re- 
lieved, etc. 

3. The usual three meals a day eat- 
en very slowly, consisting of milk, 
hatter, bread, cerealy, vepetabies, 
fruits, some sweets and little micat. 

4. Two extra lunches at 10:30 and 
3:30 of milk and crackers or bread 
am! butter, Never jive sweets te- 
tween meals, as they impair the ape- 
tite. 

5. A rest period of one hour in the 


morning, und another half en hour in 
the afternoon and ten hours sleep 
at night, all with window wide open. 

6. School hours shortened or given 
up entirely if need be until health is 
gained; outside classes and clubs 
omitted. 

7. No vigurous exercise until the 
weight is normal, but plenty of play 
time out of doors. 

8. No nervous excitement, few par- 
ties or movies until weight gaining 
habit is established. 

This program is simple, possible, 
and cheap. There is no magic about 
it, but as a wise old physician once 
said of the cure for tuberculosis, “It 
is just living as everybody shoulu 
live all of the time.” 

Causes of undernourishment. 

1. Physical defects. 

2, Lack of home control. 

3. Over-fatigue. 
4. Insufficient 
food habits. . 

5. Faulty health habits.

Less Trouble Between Producera and 
Oealers if Records Are Kept 
at Both Ends of Line. 


(Prepared by the United States Department 
of Agriculture.} 


Producers whe ship milk to city 
distributurs have voiced frequent ¢om- 
plaints because of the disparity be- 
cween their figures on the quantity of 
milk shipped and these of the dealers 
on the quantity received. In order to 
loente the cause of ceuplaint by stady- 
tng the actus] fos, between the coun- 
try shipping point and the city plant 
the United States Departinent of 
Agriculture made an investigation on 
the Bualthnore market. Records kept 
on more than 1,100 cans showed that 
the between the country ataution 
nnd the eity plant was less than 1 per 
event. The loss on trains, probabty-due 
to spilling, Was only 0.19 per cent; and 
from the ¢lty railroad phitform to the 
plant it was 0.95 per eent.

_ AT METAMORA KILLED, TWO: - 
: OTHERS CAPTURED. : 


ABOUT 500 JOINED iN CHASE 


Farmers Help Officers of Lapeer, Oak- 
land and Genesce Counties to Get 
Bandits and $6,600 Cash, 


Metamora, Mich.-Two of the thuga® 
who robbed the local State Savings 
bank of $6,500 June 1, were shot to 
death and the other two were cap- 
tured and lodged in the county jail 
at Lapeer. The robbers were oor- 
nered in the Coleman woods, near 
Hadley, by a posse of farmers and 
officers from three counties, Lapeer, 
Oakland and Genesee. The fugitives, 
in the fight that preceded: their cap- 
ture, wounded William Buckler, of 
Fiint, a Pere Marquette railroad de- 
tective. The top of his skull was torn 
away. 

The bank was robbed at 9:30 a, m. 
Cashier Ward Peck and Assistant 
Cashier Omar Potter were locked in 
the vault but later made their escape 
and gave the alarm. Telephones were 
pressed into service and help was se- 
cured from miles around. The ban- 
dits, garbed in overalls which cover. 
ed expensive clothing, had made their 
escape in a green touring car but oth- 
er cars with armed men were put in 
pursuit and the robbers abandoned 
their automobile near Davison's lake, 
near Ortonville and took refuge in 
the woods where they were svon sur- 
rounded by the fast gathering posse. 

Shots were fired into the swamp 
and two of the robbers walked out 
and came face te face with Leo Cum- 
mins, 18 years old, C. W. Major and 
George Withey, all of Goodrich, and 
after an exchange of shots, yotng 
Cummins felled one of the men who 
gave the name of Mike Kovalsky, 
Flint, 30 years old and Polish. He 
was wounded in the right hip when 
captured. The other who was cap- 
tured, Jerry Skopency of Detroit, ad- 
mitted being the driver of the green 
car but claimed that he was forced 
to do it by the other three. 

After the capture of the pair, the 
Posse believed the other two had es- 
ceaped but Shirley Johnson, Flint de- 
tective sergeant, arrived with a ma- 
chine gun and a brief search revealed 
the hiding place.

“Unable to obtain definite informa- 
tion,” came back the reply; “but he 
wags not In Chieago.” i 

“Trail him closely, and arrest him 
the Instant he attempts to leave the 
city,” were the telegraphic directions 
whieh followed. 

Early the following morning, less 
than 3G hours after the erlme in Co 
lumbus, Henry Barker was arrested 
en route to Canada, and $14,000 was 
found in the Hning of his valise, Later 
rfter having been given a taste of the 
famous Pinkerton “silence cure,” he 
revealed the hiding place of the other 
$20,000 and the details of the whole 
affalr, which he had claimed his broth- 
er had planned, The scheme wae 
simplicity itself.
